Title of Topic: The MPA Statewide Leadership Team Workplan
Purpose:

This action is in the Research and Monitoring Section, under Strategic
Priority 2 “Strengthen alignment of MPA Monitoring Program with other state
resource management priorities.” Specifically, the action involves:

e Key Action 2.1: Align marine and water quality protected area (i.e.,
ASBSs, MPAs) monitoring programs to leverage resources, capacity
and expertise across mandates and jurisdictions.

e Action Summary 2.1.3: Work with Water Quality Monitoring Council
to develop unified interagency strategy to identify overlaps in
regulatory National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES)
and MPA monitoring.

e Outcome: A document created that identifies overlaps in
requirements, methodology, funding sources, and personnel.

The Leadership Team would like to discuss the feasibility of achieving this
action, and if it should be modified or removed entirely.

An effort like this could potentially lead to an establishment of an Ocean and
Coastal Ecosystem Health Workgroup which has been identified as a need
in the past.

Team perspective.
